The  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

The  financial  details  relating  to  this  service  cover  the 
financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1944.  The  balances  having 
been  checked  against  the  books  kept  by  the  Accountant. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  cost  down,  and  yet 
provide  an  efficient  service. 


HOUSE  AND  TRADE  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

During  the  year  a regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has 
been  made  covering  all  domestic  and  business  premises  in  the 
area,  with  the  exception  of  Codnor  Park  and  Ironville,  from 
which  salvage  only  is  collected  by  the  Council.  The  Butterley 
Company  being  responsible  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse 
and  nightsoil  from  this  part  of  the  district.

our  Bedford  Refuse  Vehicles  with  salvage  trailers  of 
10  cwts.  capacity,  are  in  use.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there 
were  no  salvage  drives  during  the  year,  the  quantity  of  salvage 
collected  was  maintained  at  a high  level.  I he  details  may  be 
had  on  reference  to  costing  report  on  services. 

DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE. 

All  refuse  collected  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council  s controlled 
tip  at  Leabrooks.  Everything  possible  has  been  done  to  lengthen 
the  life  of  the  tip  by  tipping  in  other  parts  of  the  district,  where 
levelling  has  been  requested  by  farmers  and  landowners.  A 
scheme  to  fill  up  old  pit  shafts  in  the  district  has  been  approved 
by  Council  and  as  disused  shafts  are  vested  in  The  Coal  Commis- 
sion prior  consent  has  to  be  obtained  from  this  body  before 
operations  can  commence. 

During  the  year  the  Council  purchased  the  brickyard  site, 
Nottingham  Road,  Somercotes,  to  be  used  as  a site  for  con- 
trolled tipping.  The  estimated  tipping  space  is  107,731  cubic 
yards,  and  during  the  last  three  months  of  1943,  4,533  cubic 
yards  of  refuse  was  deposited  on  the  Leabrooks  1 ip,  assuming 
this  is  a fair  average,  the  life  of  a controlled  tip  on  this  site 
would  be  approximately  six  years. 

Soil  and  clay  will  be  a problem  which  will  have  to  receive 
consideration,  and  I suggest  that  the  site  should  be  scraped. 
This  would  enable  us  to  ensure  a good  finishing  layer  of  soil 
being  replaced  as  the  tip  advanced.  Although  this  site  is  adjoin- 
ing the  main  road,  I feel  sure  that  no  nuisance  would  result. 

At  Leabrooks  Tip  ail  available  soil  is  being  replaced  on  the 
finished  level  and  during  the  year  approximatey  two  acres  of 
oats  were  grown  on  the  tip.  The  area  will  be  gradually 
extended.  The  condition  of  the  tip  has  been  well  maintained, 
and  the  Surveyor’s  Department  improved  the  road  surface  from 
Crays  Hill  to  the  tip  during  the  summer  months. 

Reclamation  of  Raw  Materials. 

During  the  four  months  commencing  the  1st  October,  the 
Council  participated  in  the  £500  Waste  Paper  Competition. 
44  tons  6 cwts.  of  paper  was  collected.  Although  the  result  is 
not  outstanding,  it  served  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  weight 
of  paper  collected  during  the  previous  four  months,  which  was 
exactly  the  same  figure.  Usually  there  is  a considerable  decrease 
in  the  weight  of  paper  collected  during  the  winter  months. 

Decreases  were  shown  in  every  grade  of  salvage  collected 
with  the  exception  of  textiles  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


Trade  Refuse. 

The  income  from  1 rade  Refuse  has  shown  a slight  decrease. 
1 his  is  due  to  the  fluctuation  in  the  revenue  received  from 
various  firms  who  deposit  trade  refuse  on  the  tip  at  a charge  of 
Is.  per  load. 

Collection  of  Kitchen  Waste. 

1 he  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  has  proved  to  be  a boon  to  the  local  pig-keepers.  An 
arrangement  was  made  with  the  Cleansing  Superintendent  of 
Derby  Borough  to  concentrate  all  our  excess  waste  and  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  persuade  local  pig-keepers  who  do  not 
possess  small  sterilizing  plants  to  purchase  concentrated  swill 
brought  from  the  Cleansing  Department  of  the  Derby  Borough 
Council. 

The  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  in  1943  was  214  tons, 
6J  cwts.  as  against  218  tons  1 cwt.  in  1942. 

Factory  Act,  1937. 

All  references  from  the  Factory  Inspector  received  prompt 
attention  and  additions  or  deletions  from  the  list  of  factories  has 
been  referred  to  him.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the 
above  act  are  included  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 

I he  list  of  factories,  etc.,  in  the  area  has  been  omitted  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  instructions. 

Scabies  Order,  1941. 

During  the  year  the  Cleansing  Centre  at  West  Street, 
Riddings,  has  been  in  constant  use.  The  staff  consists  of  one 
female  nurse  and  a general  help.  1 hey  have  dealt  with  all  cases 
occurring  in  the  Alfreton  and  Ripley  districts.  The  Joint  Com- 
mittee met  three  times  during  the  year.  No  legal  action  has 
been  necessary  to  enforce  attendance  for  cleansing. 

Three  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  but  the  persons 
concerned  reported  for  cleansing  on  receipt  of  the  notice. 

For  details  of  treatments  given  during  1943,  see  Medical 
Officer’s  Report. 

The  film  “ The  Treatment  and  Diagnosis  of  Scabies  ” was 
shown  to  the  Medical  and  Nursing  profession  in  the  area  during 
the  year. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Strict  supervision  has  been  kept  on  all  moveable  dwellings 
in  the  area  and  only  in  one  case  has  it  been  thought  necessary 
to  issue  a licence  for  the  occupation  of  land  for  a moveable 
dwelling,  and  in  this  instance  the  Council  approved  for  the 
duration  of  the  present  emergency. 
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Certain  work  in  the  area  has  caused  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  unlicenced  sites  which  are  chiefly  used  by  owners  of 
trailer  caravans,  but  as  these  people  are  constantly  coming  and 
going  it  is  impracticable  to  licence  them.  Frequent  visits  are 
made  to  these  sites  and  they  are  kept  under  observation. 

Disinfestation  of  Verminous  Persons  and  Premises. 

14  cases  of  Verminous  houses  have  been  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  and  in  five  cases  legal  notices  were  served  on  occupiers 
to  cleanse  and  disinfest  the  house.  In  three  cases  the  occupants 
were  removed  to  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  for  cleansing. 
1 he  fumigation  of  the  premises  was  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  at  the  expense  of  the  occupier,  the  method 
used  being  Sulphur  Candles,  and  an  approved  insecticide. 
Verminous  bedding  and  clothing  being  sent  to  Belper  Isolation 
Hospital  for  steam  disinfestation. 

Quite  a number  of  Firewatching  premises  became  vermin- 
ous, and  in  every  case  the  same  procedure  as  outlined  above 
was  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  clothing  and  bedding.

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  a dwelling  house  deemed  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation  by  reason  of  sanitary  defects.  Following 
non-compliance  with  the  Statutory  Notice  to  execute  essential 
lepairs  the  house  was  closed  by  order  of  the  justices. 

Overcrowding. 

Many  cases  of  overcrowding  have  come  to  my  notice  during 
the  year,  and  the  position  grows  steadily  worse  This  is  due  to 
the  suspension  of  building,  and  the  fact  that  growing  families 
are  marrying,  either  to  reside  with  parents  or  to  create  over- 
crowding elsewhere.  An  overcrowding  survey  at  the  present 
time  would  be  a revelation. 
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No  Licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
overcrowding. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supply. 

This  work  covers  the  inspection  of  all  premises  in  which 
food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold.  Attention  is  given  to  the 
general  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  the  persons  engaged  in 
the  preparation  or  sale  of  food. 

Milk  Supply. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  purity  and  keeping 
quality  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  area  during  the  year.  I have 
collaborated  with  the  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Board  to  the 
fullest  possible  extent.  All  farms  were  visited  for  the  purposes 
of  completing  a questionnaire,  and  every  source  of  supply  was 
ascertained.  The  details  were  sent  on  to  the  Board.  As  a 
result  all  producers  whose  milk  is  sold  by  retail  in  this  district  is 
sampled  by  me.  There  are  37  such  producers.  All  other  milk 
sold  wholesale  to  the  Co-operative  Societies  and  Dairy  Com- 
panies are  sampled  by  the  Board.  All  samples  are  subjected 
to  the  Resazurin  Test  for  keeping  quality.  From  the  com- 
mencement of  the  scheme,  in  August,  1943,  until  the  31st 
December,  132  samples  were  taken  by  me.  All  unsatisfactory 
samples  have  been  followed  up  by  an  advisory  visit  to  the  farm, 
enquiries  being  made  to  ascertain  the  cause,  advice  being  given 
and  a check  sample  taken  at  a later  date.  A farm  record  card 
being  completed  and  returned  to  the  War  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders.

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

All  animals  are  slaughtered  in  Government  slaughter- 
houses, with  the  exception  of  pigs  slaughtered  under  licence 
issued  at  the  Local  Food  Office.  During  the  year  98  pigs  have 
been  slaughtered  and  the  carcases  inspected.  According  to 
the  terms  of  the  licence  these  pigs  can  be  slaughtered  anywhere, 
and  used  for  human  consumption,  no  matter  what  condition 
the  carcase  is  in,  as  it  is  not  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 
Legislation  is  long  overdue  to  ensure  adequate  control  over  the 
slaughter  of  Cottagers’  pigs  at  least  in  Urban  Districts.  We 
have  23  private  slaughter-houses  conveniently  situated  where 
all  Cottagers’  pigs  could  be  slaughtered  and  properly  inspected. 
At  the  present  time  pigs  are  being  slaughtered  in  backyards, 
drains  are  being  choked,  and  in  some  cases  yards  have  been 
left  for  days  without  being  cleansed  after  slaughter  has  taken 
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place.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  persuade  cottagers  to  surrender 
diseased  portions  of  the  carcases  even  in  advanced  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  the  usual  request  being  to  allow  them  to  boil  it  up 
for  the  fowls.  1 he  possibility  of  diseased  meat  being  used  for 
human  consumption  should  be  entirely  eliminated. 

Cat  and  Dog  Meat. 

1 here  is  one  establishment  in  the  district  where  Cat  and 
Dog  Meat  is  sold.  These  premises  are  kept  under  constant 
observation  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Livestock 
(Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  (No.  2)  Order  are  carried  out.

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Food  suitable  for  inclusion  in  our  Kitchen  Waste  scheme  is 
so  dealt  with,  and  diseased  meat  is  sent  for  processing  after 
being  treated  with  a solution  of  Napthalene  Green.  The 
disposal  arrangements  being  first  referred  to  the  Salvage  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  when  the  quantity  warrants  it. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council,  and 
Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  the  County  Analyst, 
has  supplied  the  following  information  : — 

Eighty-one  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in  the 
area  of  the  Alfreton  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year 
1943  46  of  these  samples  being  milks  and  35  other  foods 

Of  the  Milk  samples,  six  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory. 
Four  of  these  were  deficient  in  fat,  and  the  vendors  were 
cautioned;  two  contained  12  per  cent,  of  added  water  and 
proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendors  concerned,  with  the 
following  results  : — 

(a)  Successfully  transferred  the  charge  under  Section  83 
to  his  supplier,  who  was  fined  £10  and  £13  8s.  costs. 

(b)  Fined  £7  10s.,  including  £5  5s.  costs. 

Of  the  samples  of  food  other  than  Milk,  three  samples  were 
reported  against. 

One  “ informal  ” sample  of  Zinc  Ointment  was  deficient  in 
Zinc  Oxide.  A “ formal  ” sample  was  obtained  and  proceed- 
ings were  instituted  against  a firm  for  giving  false  warranty  to 
the  vendor,  the  result  being  a fine  of  £!0  and  £4  18s.  6d.  costs 
against  the  Warrantors. 

One  sample  of  Cocoa  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat, 
contain  excess  shell  and  not  to  be  ground  to  a satisfactory 
fineness  and  the  vendors  were  cautioned. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Although  there  are  five  Offensive  Trades  on  the  Register, 
all  of  which  are  tripe  dressers,  there  is  only  one  engaged  on  this 
work  at  present.  62  inspections  of  these  premises  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

A systematic  inspection  of  all  places  of  public  entertain- 
ment has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  Circular  120  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  me  to  appear  before  the 
Licensing  Justices  when  application  has  been  made  for  renewal 
of  Licences, 
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Inspection  of  Offices. 

Twenty-five  visits  have  been  made  to  offices  in  this  district. 
One  complaint  of  bad  smells  was  traced  to  a defective  drain 
under  the  building. 


Disinfection. 

Infectious  disease  enquiries  are  made  following  Notifications 
of  Infectious  Disease  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  104  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  94 
premises  have  been  disinfected.  10  classrooms  have  been 
disinfected  during  the  year  following  minor  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease. 

Notification  of  Defects  to  the  Surveyor. 

During  the  year  47  reports  have  been  made  to  the  Surveyor 
for  his  attention. 


Food  Decontamination. 

Two  squads  are  now  fully  trained,  and  regular  practical 
exercises  have  been  held.  It  is  hoped  to  stage  a demonstration 
for  the  Ministry  of  Food  at  an  early  date.
